In  view  of  the  recent  action  and  organization  in  the 
direction  of  bud-selection  in  nursery  propagation,  it  is 
interesting  to  remember  that  the  public  agitation  to  estab- 
lish such  practice  was  begun  at  the  Fruit  Growers’  Conven- 
tion of  1906  by  the  pioneer  nurseryman,  Leonard  Coates, 
who  ‘urged  bud  selection  and  cited  instances  of  variety 
improvement  by  selection  of  the  finest  fruits  from  the  best 
trees,  with  a view  of  securing  and  perpetuating  of  variants’ — 
within  the  types  proven  to  be  best  for  various  purposes. 
Mr.  Coates  was  then  practicing  what  he  preached  and  was 
on  the  trail  of  improved  varieties  of  the  French  prune  and 
in  such  pursuit  of  the  right  line  that  probably  the  best 
variety  of  French  prune  we  now  have,  fifteen  years  after  his 
initial  proclamation,  is  one  of  his  selection.” 

We  have  several  acres  of  orchard  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  trying  out  or  testing  of  fruits,  and  propagated  only 
from  such  trees  or  those  of  recorded  value,  believing  that 
this  method,  on  our  own  grounds,  and  directly  under  our

planter  has  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  results.

Note 
the  size  and  shape 
of  hole  and  spread 
of  roots  at  convex 
bottom.  In  a gen- 
eral way,  observe 
the  following.  Dig 
holes  at  least  23^2 
ft.  wide  by  2 ft. 
deep.  Fill  in  with

loose  moist  top-soil 
and  press  well  be- 
low and  around 
roots.  Plant  no 
deeper  than  tree 
stood  in  Nursery. 
Do  not  cut  to  less 
than  30  inches  in 
height.  Leave  some 
laterals  w here  possi- 
ble. Caution!  Nev- 
er let  roots  get  dry.
